43 Lot Subdivision 


wins tentative approval 


‘The Tewksbury Planning Board 
Monday night approved a 
preliminary plan for a 43-lot sub- 
division off Kendall Road. 

Developers Joseph Aubut and 
John Sullivan will build the sub- 
division, Magna Vista at Ames 
Hill, as an extension of Lancaster 
Drive. A street called Meredith 
Road will be added to the exten- 
sion 

The plan approved by the board 
showed flood plains on it, and in- 
cluded 11 lots beside Meadow 
Brook. Approval was based on the 
condition the plan be presented to 
the Road Commission for advice. 

While approving the plan, Chair- 
man Joseph Doherty criticized the 
subdivision as creating a dead-end 
street on Kendall Road, which he 
described as “not fit for a bicycle, 
leave along a car.” 

The board took under advise- 
ment the results of a public 
hearing to consider approving the 
‘M-lot Pleasant View Estates sub- 
division between Andover Street 
and Rte. 495 near Trull Road. 

The board took under advise- 
ment the results of a public 
hearing to consider approving 
plans for a 34-lot subdivision called 
Pleasant View Estates between 
‘Trull Road and the Dewing School. 

More than a dozen persons 
questioned developer Timothy 
Sullivan and his engineer, Robert 
P. Morris, about the subdivision, 
but no one spoke in opposition. 

Several, however, expressed 
fears there would be drainage 
problems in the subdivision. They 
said already water bubbles up 
from several parts of the land. 

Doherty explained the Board of 
Health had juristiction in such 
cases, and noted the health board 

“already stated several lots might 
not be suitable for building 
Before building on any lot could 
start, he noted, the health board 
would have to approve that lot as 
suitable. 


Cpotlight 


The board agreed to ask Town 
Counsel Charles J. Zaroulis for ad- 
vice and to discuss with the Road 
Commission Wednesday problems 
surrounding Marcia Jean Drive 
subdivision. 

Developer Thomas Hodgson 
asked the board to waive drainage 
plans on the street because the 
board and Road Commission 
haven't agreed in the past seven 
months on a drainage plan for the 
subdivision. 

The board released four lots of 
Pineforest Estates with no bond 
required for developer Robert 
Sullivan. Board member Edward 
A. Flanagan noted Sullivan 
already had a $10,000 bond posted 
which covered work largely com- 
pleted. 

Also Feleased were eight lots of 
Bowmar Park on receipt of a $1.- 
500 bond to insure road repairs and 
sidewalks are completed 

Members of the board said they 
would consider approving drainage 
plans for Cardigan Road if 
developed Frederick H. Baldwin 
Jr. presented written proof former 
engineering consultant John 
Fleming approved changes in the 
plans. 

Baldwin explained Fleming 
allowed several changes, but only 
notified him in writing about them. 

As a result, Baldwin said. the 
Road Commission disapproved the 
plan because, among other things. 
it had no record of the changes. 

The commission, he reported, 
threatened it would have him rip 
up the streets in the ‘subdivision 
because they didn’t meet plans.

Iceland may or may not be the 
only country to tell such a tale by 
the license plates, but it does tell 
the tale.
